The following reports were read: 

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

The position of the State Board of Missions in our system of 
mission work is by few of the Baptists of Alabama correctly esti- 
mated. The object of this report will be to place before this body a 
plain statement of the objects for which this Board was created and 
to strive thereby to awaken a deeper interest in its work. 

1. To the State Board is committed all the interests of mis- 
sions in Alabama, including the interest of the Home Mission Board, 
at Atlanta, and the Foreign Mission Board, at Richmond. The em- 
ployees of the State Board are careful to look after these several 
phases of missions, realizing that distinctions between them are 
only in name, each having in view the same grand purpose, viz : The 
extension of the Master's kingdom among men in obedience to His 
command. Your- committee deem it important that the fact that the 
State Board has in hand all these interests of missions, be clearly set 
forth, for a contribution to the support of the State Board is indi- 
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rectly a contribution to the Home and Foreign Boards. Attention is 
called to the evident fact that the prosperity of every phase of the 
mission work depends upon the prosperity of the State Board. Tf 
its policies are vigorously sustained, good results will be seen in 
every department of our work. Each consecrated man put on the 
field in Alabama, whether as evangelist, missionary pastor or col- 
porter, adds one to the number who have at heart every interest of 
the Master's kingdom. 

2. The State Board is engaged in the following special lines of 
work : — 

First — Evangelical. This means the employment of conse- 
crated men to travel and preach among the churches, striving to 
awaken a deeper interest in the cause of missions at home and abroad, 
as well as visiting destitute regions and preaching to the lost the 
peerless Gospel of the blessed God. Of these men there are at 
present under the employment of the Board Brethren A. J. Preston, 
South-east Alabama; W. A. Parker, Sr., in South-west; J. W. Sand- 
lin, in the North-east, and Jos. Shackelford, in the Northern part of 
the State. The importance of this work can be better appreciated 
when we remember that out of the 120 thousand white Baptists in the 
State not more than twelve thousand are making contributions to 
missions. To add to the number of regular contributions to the 
cause is greatly to be desired and must be done if we hope to enlarge 
the work and to do anything like what ought to be done in Alabama 
for the advancement of the Master's kingdom. 

Second — Missionary Pastoral Work. This work consists in 
helping to support pastors at important points that give promise of 
soon growing into self-sustaining churches. Beyond question, the 
brightest page in the history of the State Board is that page that 
gives record of the work that has been done in this department of 
labor. There are more than a score of churches that are now strong 
and selfsupporting that in their early history were sustained by the 
State Board. Indeed many of them were planted by the Board. 
But while it is true that a grand work has been done, " there 
remaineth yet much land to be possessed." Many destitute fields are 
sounding the Macedonian cry, "Come over and help us," but lack of 
means prevents the Board from responding favorably. 

It is proper to say in this connection that the Secretary of the 
Board gives much of his time to missionary and evangelistic work. 

From these very brief statements we can gather some concep- 
tion of the important work that is being done by our State Board of 
Missions. That this work commends itself to our hearty sympathy 
and support is a most evident proposition. Just at this time your 
committee is in position to know that the Board is sadly in need of 
funds. The Secretary is struggling to pay the indebtedness of the 
Board to its employees. Some of these have not been paid in the 
last year. Your committee speaks with authority when it assures 
this Association that the State Board of Missions was never in so 
pressing need of help as how; and we would urge the churches that 
in the very near future they make a special contribution to this work.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 

This branch of our mission field occupies the destitute places in 
our own country among our own people, also among the Indians and 
negroes. Outside of the Home field proper, Cuba has been aided 
for several years by this board, as if in anticipation of its addition to 
our own country. Dr. I. T. Tichener is its very efficient Secretary, 
with headquarters at Atlanta, Ga. 

The statements above made show at a glance the importance of 
the work under the supervision of this branch of our mission work. 
Our own Southland, so inviting to immigration, should be thoroughly 
occupied by Southern Baptist so that this country shall continue in 
the future, as in the past, the stronghold of Baptist principles. Cuba, 
so recently freed from the galling yoke of Spanish rule, needs now, 
as never before, freedom from Roman Catholocism. Such men as 
Diaz need the co-operation of the Baptists of this country. From the 
report of the Home Board to the last meeting of the Southern Baptist 
Convention we learn the following facts which are indeed very 
encouraging : 

The amount raised and expended on the field for Home Mis- 
sions this year is $54,251.04 against $45,671.82 last year. There have 
been collected and expended in building houses of worship on the 
field this year $56,385.46 against $51,540 last year, making a total of 
money raised on the field $110,636.50 against total raised on the field 
last year of $97,211.82, an increase of $13,424.68. Total cash received 
by the Board from all sources has been $86,887.27 against $83,184.31, 
an increase of $3,702.96. 

The number of missionaries employed this year was 467 against 
372 last year. Baptisms this year 4,739 against 4,709 last year. Total 
additions to churches this year 9,509 against 9,455 last year. 

It is gratifying to the Board under the adverse conditions of the 
year, to present to the Convention one of the best reports it has ever 
been privileged to make.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Your committee beg leave to submit the following: 
The most stupendous undertaking that has ever been made is 
the work of human redemption. In order to the full consumation of 
this work, God has not spared his own dear son. And Jesus Christ, 
the Lord of Glory, came to this world to seek and to save that which 
was lost, and having found men and women wandering in the dark- 
ness of sin, and having imparted to them the light of life, has en- 
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joined them to publish the news of salvation everywhere. In God's 
providence and in the divine order of things,, the churches of the 
Carey Association are allowed to fill a place among the Lord's orga- 
nized hosts. Dear Brethren, are we ready to honor the place we fill? 
By mean, of the Foreign Mission Board we have immediate and 
vital connection with our brethren in foreign lands, sp that we may 
take the means in our hands and place them in theirs and say to 
them, "Use this for the glory of God." And through the columns 
of the Foreign Mission Journal we may enjoy communication with 
them and learn about their work. We have in foreign mission fields 
today seventy-six missionaries, with one hundred and seventeen 
native assistants ; churches, one hundred and two; number of baptisms 
in 1897, seven hundred and one, and with a total membership of four 
thousand, seven hundred and sixty. And since, among these self- 
sacrificing workers and servants of Christ, Miss Willie Talley stands 
as a representative of the Alabama Baptist family in China today, and 
Mrs. H. P. McCormick in Mexico, and Brother J. W. McCullum and 
wife in Japan. Thus are we brought face to»face with the consider- 
ation of individual responsibility in the work of foreign missions. 
Everywhere are open doors. The tremendous opposition in the 
past is gone, and the greatest hinderance now seems to be listless in- 
difference at home. What a magnificent opportunity God is giving 
us. Dear Brethren, the time shall come when all the earth shall 
know the truth and the glorious reign of the Messiah shall extend 
from shore to shore and the world shall be full of the knowledge of 
the glory of the Lord. Brother, sister, what is to be your part in 
this glorious consummation.

REPORT ON INSTITUTE WORK. 

We, your committee, beg leave to submit the following report : 
The history of Institute Work had its origin in the great need 
of our hard worked ministry for more efficient training in their 
efforts to develop the latent energies of the hosts of untrained Bap- 
tists of our State. The present system of Institute work in Alabama 
had its origin in the great heart and mind of the lamented D. I. Pur- 
ser who, for three years, supervised a helpful Institute of one month 
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each session at Howard College after the regular session of college 
work. One of the lecturers in these summer Institutes was Rev. G. 
S. Anderson, who, in his lectures set forth a system of helpful work 
which the Institute asked Rev. Anderson to publish. 

This the brother did, and began at the same time a plan of 
correspondence teaching of analectical Bible study, and on the urgent 
suggestion of many brethren the holding of Institutes in various 
points of our State whose free entertainment could be had, and where 
a sufficient number of preachers could come together, and study 
together the Bible, and talk together of our blessed Master's king- 
dom. 

Two years ago the State Convention of Alabama espoused this 
cause by giving it a place in its affections and support, and Brother 
Anderson was appointed its special exponent and teacher. Last 
year at East Lake the committee placed this work under a special 
board, or committee, headquarters in Opelika, with W. E. Hudmon 
President and G. S. Anderson, Auburn, Secretary and Treasurer. 
This year this work has been pressed by the Board of Institute 
Management. Brother Anderson is teaching preachers through the 
mails, is publishing The Sermonixer, the organ of Institute work, 
and has already held several helpful meetings, two of which were 
held in our Association, at Daviston and Mount Pleasant. The 
brethren who attended can speak of the work of these meetings. 

This, your committee desires to say, is a work second to none 
ever attempted by the Baptists in Alabama. It is reaching our tired, 
hard-worked ministry who are endeavoring to know their duty more 
fully in doing our Master's bidding. We all are benefited bv this 
work and in turn its efforts will be felt by our people everywhere. 
At the last Southern Baptist Convention the Home Board was asked 
to appropriate the sum of $10,000 to advance the Institute work in the 
bounds of our Southern Baptist Convention. This shows an in- 
creased interest in this work among our people of the Southland. 
The Institute work in Alabama embraces not onlv such general work 
of lectures and helpful discussions as is generally the case in thrs 
work everywhere, but the work in our State embraces in addition, 
the system of Institute work as taught by G. S. Anderson, a gift of 
God to Alabama through a consecrated servant and brother who is 
giving his life to develop our ministry and through them the hosts of 
Baptist people in Alabama.

REPORT ON ORPHANS' HOME. 

We, your Committee on Orphans' Home, beg to report that our 
Home at Evergreen for the fatherless and motherless children of our 
State has been near the hearts of our people since its establishment, 
and the necessity for larger apartments have grown with the months. 
Some of these improvements have been made and paid for with the 
exception of about $400, which is needed at once that the Home may 
be dedicated at the time appointed, which is October 20. 

We now have 21 boys and 33 girlB in the Home and it takes 
about $325 per month to feed and clothe the children. The total 
expenses are about $400 per month, which is nearly $5,000 per annum. 
This is required from day to day and month to month and therefore 
we should send something each month to feed these children. We 
beg that each messenger on his return home will make of himself a 
committeeman to solicit for the Orphanage and send up a contribu- 
tion at once for this purpose.

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CONSTITUTION. 



i. This Association shall meet annually as an advisory council, 
and shall be nposed of messengers chosen by the churches of this 
union, and a) regularly ordained ministers of our faith and order 
within the b^ nds of the body. 

2. Eacl church shall be entitled to two messengers, irrespec- 
tive of numi . ^s, and one for every additional fifty thereafter over 
fif tj . 

3. The messengers and ministers thus covened shall be de- 
nominated thv Carey Baptist Association. 

4. Thk \ssociation shall have a Moderator and Clerk, who 
shall be chose by the members present at each session, and shall be 
of the body, b- Iding their offices until the next election. The Clerk 
shall also be T easurer of the Association. 

5. The c; urches of this union shall express in their letters the 
names of thei- nessengers and their postoffices, Sabbath of meeting, 
amount of coi tributions, number baptized, received by letter, re- 
stored to felloe ihip, dismissed, excommunicated and dead since the 
last session of lis Association. 

6. No ac of the Association shall be binding on the churches, 
but it shall be ts duty to give advice in matters of difficulty and en- 
deavor to pre? rve the union of the churches. 

7. If an churches desire to be admitted into this union they 
shall petition >y letter and messengers, and upon examination, if 
found orthodo. and orderly, shall be received by the Association. 

8. Any cl urch may withdraw from this Association at discre- 
tion, or, on ap' .ication, may obtain a letter of dismission. 

9. This Association shall use her own discretion as respects the 
cause of missic is, leaving the churches and members to exercise their 
own opinion ir. such cases. 

10. If any church in this union shall become offended with a 
sister church iii he point of faith or practice, it shall be the duty of 
the aggrieved cl irch to endeavor to reclaim the church thus offend- 
ing, and if sati< tction cannot be obtained, the aggrieved church shall 
then call in the .id of one or two other churches to act with the first 
two assisting churches; and it shall be the duty of the churches thus 
called, to investigate and decide upon the matter of dealing and tore- 
port the same to the Association; and if the said accused church be 
guilty as charged, the Association shall withdraw from her. 

it. This Association may correspond with other Associations 
and Convention- of the same faith and order, and withdraw her cor- 
respondence at iscretlon. 

12. Amei ments to this Constitution may be made by two- 
thirds of the me ibers in session. 

13. This . ssociation may have power to adjourn to any time 
and place she n y deem most convenient. 
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RULES OF DECORUM. 



i. This Association shall be opened and closed with prayer. 

2. Call for Letters from churches and enroll the names of mes- 
sengers. 

3. Proceed to election of Moderator and Clerk. 

4. Call for Petitionary Letters from churches desiring admis- 
sion into this body. 

5. Appoint Committees on Preaching and Finance. 

6. Receive Correspondents. 

7. Duties of Moderator. — It shall be the duty of the Moder- 
ator to call the members to order before the Association ; to receive 
and submit all questions regularly moved, and announce the result; 
to enforce the observance of decorum in debate among the members, 
and in general to perform all the duties incumbent upon a presiding 
officer. 

8. DUTIES OF Clerk. — It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the 
Association to keep a fair record of the proceedings ; to notify com- 
mittees of their appointment ; to preserve the papers belonging to 
the Association, and to attend to the printing of the minutes, for 
which he shall receive a reasonable compensation. 

9. Duties of Members. — Members rising to speak shall ad- 
dress the Moderator. 2. Any member, in speaking, shall confine 
himself to the subject under consideration. 3. No member shall 
speak more than thrice on the same subject without permission from 
the Moderator. 4. No member will be permitted to indulge in 
talking or whispering, or any indecorus conduct, to the annoyance of 
the body in time of debate. 5. No member shall absent himself 
from the body without permission of the Moderator. 

10. These Rules may be altered by a majority of the members 
at a regular session of this body.

Art. 8. We believe that baptism and the Lord's Supper are 
ordinances of Jesus Christ, of perpetual obligation, and that none 
but true believers are fit subjects for the ordinances.. John 1:33;
